The  Shin  ja  Treaty  «as  cenoludsd  by  Uhlna  Under  duress  of  the 
Fight  Allied  Powers  on  ths  11th  year  before  the  year  of  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  the  Republic  of  China,  or  that  la  to  say,  on  the  7;^ 
month  of  September  of  the  year  of  "Shln-Ju"  (T.N.  coreapondlng  to 
the  27^  year  of  "Kuang  Hall"  of  the  calender  of  the  Chinese 
mnplre  or  to  the  year  1901  A.D.)  The  most  Important  (TNt  clauses) 

of  which  are  as  follows: 

(1)  An  Indemnity  of  460  Villion  taels  divided  Into  aunual 
installments  and  to  be  nald  over  a  period  of  thirty-nine  years. 

(£)  To  destroy  the  fortifications  at  TAIh^  and  to  allow 
foreign  troops  to  garrison  the  area  between  TAK^^  and  FFKINO. 

(3)  Not  to  permit  the  Chinese  people  to  live  in  the  Foreign 

Legation  Quarters  In  P^KI!0. 

Although  the  ^Ight  Allied  Powers  came  on  the  pretext  that 
the  Boxers  has  killed  Foreign  residents,  they.  In  feet,  combined 
had  been  oppressing  China  In  comir.on  for  many  preceedlnw  yearv- 
Having  succeeded  In  their  first  attempt,  they  had  become  accustomf 
to  attacking  us  concertedly.  We  must  strive  to  annul  the  (Shin  ; . 
Treaty)  and  abolish  all  unequal  treaties  altogether  at  the 
earliest-possible  moment. 
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We  had  to  pay  an  Indemnity  and  apologize  for  our  killing  of 
only  a  few  foreigners,  '"hat  eio  the  foreigners  going  to  do  about 
their  nationals, who  have  i.erj'etrated  murder,  arson,  and  plunder 
while  In  our  land?

(1)  The  May  30  Incldent(pp.  77-78).  On  May  15^  of  the  14^ 
year  of  the  Pe public  of  Ciilnu,  KI^,  Cheng  Hon,  a  work^tian  employed 
by  a  Japanese  Cotton  spinning,  mill  In  Shant^hai  was  shot  to  death 
by  a  Japanese.  Some  students  gathered  In  the  Settlewnt  to 
collect  condolence  mo.ney  but  \^ere  arrested  by  British  patrolmen. 

Both  the  students  and  the  workmen  became  very  indignant.  On  the 
30th,  they  formed  a  large  formation,  marched  into  the  Settlement, 
and  made  speeches.  At  3.00  p.m.  British  patrolmen  nabbed  the 
student  who  v&s  maV.injt  the  speech.  The  crowd  of  students  who 
were  on  NangVJng  FonJ  i.nl  Chlklang  ’^oad  were  all  seized  and  went 
to  the  front  of  the  po?.lce  station  with  the  student  (TPj  who  was 
taken  prisoner) 

Py  this  tine  the  British  patrol  Chief  had  aun';'’oned  many 
patrolmen  and  were  haw.i.ng  them  guard  the  police  station,  when 
things  reached  the  point  whether  the  crowd  would  break  its  ranks 
or  not  the  Patrol  chief  ordered  tVicm  to  fire.  The  patrolmen  fired 
twice  in  succession  gaining,  results  of  several  scores  of  dead  and 
wounded.  Since  the  opening  of  the  port  of  Shanghai  this  was  the 
first  tragedy  of  such  proportions.
